jlR.  PHILIPS:  Guests  and  1  How-Members  of  the  Chesl 
;  Countv  Historical  Societv:  We  welcome  von  all  here 
==<<=J  tonight  most  heartily.  This  is  the  largest  attendance  at 
an\  banquet  that  this  society  has  had.  and  it  is  clue  t  i  the 
fact  that  we  are  here  tonight  to  honor  the  foremost  and  m  ist  dis 
tinguished  citizen  of  West  Chester,  Dr.  Jesse  C.  Green.  Every  one 
here  is  proud  of  his  county,  and  we  are  proud  of  it  chiefly  because 
of  such  lives  as  that  which  has  been  lived  by  this  distinguished  man 
at  mv  right  tonight.  It  is  such  lives  as  his  that  have  made  the 
history  of  this  count\  something  to  be  proud  of. 

I  have  not  presided  at  any  meeting  of  this  Society  in  which  it 
has  been  so  easy  to  find  persons  who  were  willing  to  speak.  They 
wanted  to  speak  about  the  life  and  career  of  this  num.  As  a  matter 
of  fact.  I  have  not  asked  a  single  person  to  speak  tonight  who  has 
not  gladly  consented  to  appear  and  to  speak,  not  one;  and  1  am  first 
going  to  ask  a  distinguished  member  of  Dr.  Grcen"s  profession  to 
speak  tonight.  Dr.  Darby,  of  Philadelphia.  He  and  Dr.  Green 
graduated  from  the  same  class  at  the  same  time,  from  the  Dental 
College  of  Philadelphia,  and  like  our  Dr.  Green  is  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  members  of  his  profession  in  this  state  and  the  United 
State-. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  calling  upon  Dr.  Darby.

unusual    and     iapp\    occasion:     Some    vears    a-vi    Rlberl 
^J     Hubbard,  win  -  went  down  with  the  Lusitania,  was  making 

a  lecture  t  air  thn  aigh  the  West,  and  il  chanced  that  he  was 
1  bliged  to  wait  foi  a  few  hours  in  l  )maha  in  order  to  connect  with 
the  train  on  which  A  wishc  '  to  go  further  Wc  st.  He  said  that  as 
lie  stepped  out  of  the  train  he  saw  a  beautiful  station,  ver\  much  in 
ectural  design  li!  e  a  (  rrecian  temple.  As  he  stepped  into  the 
arge  and  spacious  waiting  room  and  took  his  seat,  he  heard  a  ti  i in 
pull  in,  and  presently  there  walked  in  from  the  platform  a  woman 
from  the  humbler  walks  .  >f  life,  carrying  a  large  bag  in  her  hand  and 
two  small  children  hanging  to  her  skirts.  She  took  a  seat  in  the 
station  not  far  from  him,  and  he  noticed  thai  she  looked  care-v  orn 
and  perturbed.  Presently  he  saw  a  woman  come  through  a  door 
leading  into  the  waiting  room.  She  had  on  a  white  cap  and  a  white 
apron,  and  she  went  to  this  woman  and  said  a  word  to  her  and  wem 
out.  Presently  she  returned  with  two  pillows  and  a  coverlet.  She 
beckoned  to  the  woman,  and  she  v  nl  ;\u<\  laid  down  on  a  settee  in 
one  corner  of  the  room,  and  was  covered  up,  and  the  woman  with 
the  white  apron  and.  the  white  cap  went  out  of  the  room  again,  and 
presently  returned  with  two  glasses  of  milk  and  a  cup  of  tea  and 
handed  them  to  the  woman  and  her  children.  He  said,  "The  thing 
was  so  unlike  anything  that  1  had  ewer  seen  in  the  East,  that  1 
pinched  myself  to  see  if  1  were  really  alive."  And  since  I  have  been 
silting  here  tonight,  and.  considered  that  it  i^  many  years  since  1 
have  looked,  forward  to  this  event — 1  say  many  years,  some  years— 
to  this  event,  and  now  that  1  am  sitting  at  the  table  with  a  man  a 
hundred  years  old.  1  feel  like  pinching  mvself  to  see  if  i  am.  realh 
alive: 

It  is  such  an  unusual  occasion.  1  do  not  remember  to  have 
ever  seen  any  •  >ne  whi  i  had  talked  v.  ith  a  person  a  hundred  years  old 
until  now.  In  the  summer,  in  the  August  of  18^5,  1  drove  into 
West  Chester  with  a  friend  from  Maryland,  let  me  sav  from  that 
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town  which  is  known  as  a  Gretna  Green,  where  so  man)  people  go 
to  g"Cl  marri  1.  Elkton.  1  drove  into  Rlklon  with  Dr.  I'ing,  later 
of  Paris,  and  he  said,  "i  want  to  take  you  up  into  (  In  ster  County  t<> 
see  m\  old  preceptor,  Dr.  McClellan,  of  Cochranvi'le."  We  call  ■' 
on  1  >r.  McClellan,  and  then  he  said  to  me,  "Now  1  want  you  1"  i  o 
with  me  to  West  Chester  to  call  upon  Dr.  Jesse  *  Ireen,"  and  he  said, 
"He  is  a  man  that  you  will  be  glad  to  meet."  So  in  August,  i 
or  fifty-two  vears  ago.  !  first  met  Dr.  Green.  To  show  you  what  a 
memor\  he  has.  a  vear  ago  today  1  spenl  part  oi  the  afternoon  with 
him  and  i  said.  "Doctor,  we  haw:  known  each  other  a  good  many 
years."  He  said,  '"Yes,  1  first  met  thee  in  1865.  Thee  and  Dr. 
L'ing  called  upi  >n  me  in  the  summer  <  A  1865."  "Yes,"  1  said,  "you  are 
right." 

Din  1  can  tell  you  another  instance  where  his  memory  was 
equalh  go  >d.  hi  1S76  Dr.  Green  and  myself  were  appointed  by  the 
State  Societv  of  Pennsvlvania  examiners  for  candidates  for  their 
license  from  the- State  of  Pennsylvania.  It  was  our  duty  on  oc- 
casion to  go  to  Pittsburgh  or  to  sit  in  Philadelphia  or  elsewhere  and 
examine  candidates  for  their  licenses.  On  one  occasion  we  went  to 
Pittsl  urgh.  and  we  spent  a  day  or  two  or  more  there.  When  we 
returned  we  were,  convinced  that  we  had  been  to  the  dirtiest  city  in 
the  world,  and  it  took  us  some  days  to  get  that  dirt  off  ^i  us.  W  e 
occasionally  referred  to  our  trip  to  Pittsburgh  and  the  dirt  we  en- 
count*  re  1  tin  re.  but  1  don't  think  any  details  of  that  visit  were  men- 
tioned. M«.re  than  forty  years  after  that  1  sat  at  dinner  with  him 
one  night  audi  he  said,  "Doctor  Darby,  does  thee  remember  that  trip 
we  male  to  1  ittsburgh?"  1  said,  "Yes.*'  "Well,"  he  said,  "does 
thee  remember  a  Foreigner,  a  Russian  1  think  he  was,  whom  we  ex- 
amined, and  none  of  us  could  ask  him  a  question  that  he  could  not 
answer.'*'  I  <:il'\.  "!  do  remember  that  there  was  a  very  bright  mam 
a  foreigner,  there."  "Well,"  he  said,  "does  thee  remember  that  he 
didn't  have  S30  to  pay  for  his  license'"  I  remembered  that  be- 
cause I  was  treasurer  of  the  Hoard,  and,  two  or  three  weeks  after 
ward  he  came  to  West  Chester  and  paid  his  $30  and  took  his 
license.     So  a  memor\  like  that  is  something. 

When  vour  president  wrote  me  ;  sking  me  if  !  would  speak  on 
this  occasi  >n,  1  replii  <]  that  I  would,  and  he  said  he  ivould  like  me  to 
sav  something  about  dentistry  in    1817  and   1017.  but  he  said,  "1 
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hope  the  most  of  your  remarks  will  be  upon  Dr.  Green."  That  re- 
minded me  oi  a  story  that  I  once  heard  of  a  man,  a  good  countr\ 
deacon,  who  t  >ok  a  check  for  a  large  -  im  of  money  to  a  bank  to  be 
cashed,  lie  handed  it  in  and  lln  cashiei  said  to  him,  "What  de- 
nomination will  yon  have  "  "Well,"  he  said,  1  will  take  some 
Methodisl  ai  -  n  e  Presbyterian,  but  i  will  lake  the  heft  of  it  in 
hard-shell  Baptists."  (Laughter.)  Dr.  Philips  wants  m<  to  devot< 
the  most  of  my  time  to  Dr.  Green,  and  1  am  not  going  to  lake  very 
much  of  voui  time.     Perhaps  I  can  not  makt  better  use  of  the  time

comply  with  the  promise.  When  Dr.  Green  began  life  dentistry 
was  not  a  profession.  It  was  far  from  it.  If  1  may  go  back  a  few 
years  earlier,  during  or  up  t  >  the  time  »f  the  Revolutionary  War, 
there  was  but  one  dentist  in  America.  Robert  Wolfendale  came  to 
this  country  in  1765.  and  remained  here  two  years  and  went  hack  to 
England.     The  next   dentist  that  an)  ;a?   known   of   in   this 

country  was  a  man  by  the  name  of  LeMair,  who  came  over  from 
the  French  Army  and  was  epiartered  during  the  war  at  Providence, 
Rhode  Island.  While  there  h  :  taught  Josiah  Flagg,  a  young  man 
of  18  or  20.  what  he  knew  of  dentistry,  and  Dr.  Flagg  !  seated  in 
Boston  soon  after  the  war  was  over  and  continued  there  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  The  next  following  LeMair — I  was  going  to  sav 
Dr.  Hudson,  but  there  was  one  who  antedated  him.  However, 
when  LeMair  came  to  this  country,  it  was  during  the  War  of  the 
Revolution.  After  the  revolution  was  over  he  continued  to  practice 
for  a  short  time,  a>  did  Dr.  Flagg,  his  pupil,  in  Boston.  But  soon 
after  that  came  Gardette,  to  Philadelphia.  Dr.  Green  [  think  will 
remember  the  elder  Gardette  as  well  as  the  son,  who  were  in  practice 
up  te^  perhaps  1833  or  thereabouts.  It  was  not  until  1S39  that  it 
could  be  said  of  dentistry  that  it  was  a  profession,  because  no  calling 
is  a  profession  until  it  has  a  literature  of  its  own  and  until  it  has 
schools  for  the  education  of  its  students.  There  were  no  such 
schools,  there  was  no  literature,  to  the  time  that  Dr.  Green  was 
horn.  In  [S39  the  Baltimore  College  of  Dental  Surgery  was 
founded,  and  then  such  men  as  are  ver\  familiar  to  1  >r.  Green  who 
were  concerned  in  that  were  Henry  II.  Hagen  and  Chapin  A.  Har- 
ris, and  such  men  as  Gardette.  of  Philadelphia,  both  the  elder  and  the 
vountrer.  and  Dr.   Robert  Arthur,  of  Baltimore,  and  men  oi  tint 
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tvpe.      lint  the  man  vvilb  whom  Dr.  (in  on  was  probably  the  most 
familiar,  or  whom  he  met  in  the  early  ass  .ciations.  were  men 
Chapin  A.  Harris,  lil  e  Joheil  and  lilisha  Palmer,  of  Syracuse,  John 
B.  Rich,  of  Xcw    York.  thosi    m<    i  wer<    contemporary  with 

Dr.  Green,  but  Dr.  Green  has  outlived  them  all.  Dr.  John  Rich 
can  e  nearer  to  attaining  the  age  to  which  Dr.  «  ireen  has  attained 
than  any  of  those  who  i  I  tare  mentioned,  hi  tact  1  have  never 
known  a  dentist  who  has  reached  the  age  of  one  hundred.  Dr. 
Gordon  P;  Imercame  very  near  it.  i  wrote  Dr.  Green  .■  n  r  two 
as  i  saving,  "I  have  just  cut  a  clipping  from  the  -Dental  Journal 
which  "l  enclose,  stating  that  Dr.  Palmer  is  the  oldest  dentist  in  the 
world.  I  know  that  thi  is  not  true.  You  antedate  him  by  at  least 
two  vear>  I  thinl  ."     1  s<  ni  tl      clipping  ai  d  in  a  tew  days  1  received

said,  ••The  editor  or  the  author  of  this  cli|  ;  :'  a,  you  *ent  me  is  wroi  ■- 
I  was  born  in  1817.  Mr.  Palmer  was  born  in  1820."  H<  antedated 
him  by  nearly  three  \  ears. 

Ll'ut  now  to  get  back  to  Dr.  Green  himself.     As  1  say,  I  h:  ve 

known  Dr.  Green  for  more  than  fifty  years.      He  was  g 1  enough 

when  I  was  a  very  young  man.  and  I  was  starting  in  Philadel] 
to  let  me  come  to  his  heme,  and  Mrs.  Darby  and  1  often  spent  Sun- 
day with  him  at  his  own  house  here  in  West  Chester.  His  children 
were  living  at  his  home  then.  *  )ne  <  >f  the  things  that  impressed  me 
at  that  time,  and  impresses  me  now,  is  that  he  was  a  man  of  great 
industry.  He  was  everlastingly  at  w  irk.  It  he  was  not  at  work  in 
his  profession,  he  was  at  work  on  something  equally  interesting  to 
him  and  equally  important  to  others.  He  kept  the  weather  repord. 
With  great  diligence  and  punctuality  he  made  these  records.  1  re- 
member that  three  times  a  day  he  would  take  the  wind  gauge,  the 
water  fall,  the  conditi  >n  of  the  thermometer  and  barometer,  note  it 
down  in  his  book,  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  that  report  went  to 
Washington. 

But  that  was  not  hah  that  he  di  I.  He  was  coll  chug  all  the 
time,  and  he  probably  has  today  one  of  the  best  collections  .f  Conti- 
nental money  cxtanr.  He  has  one  of  reatest  collections  of 
-shin  plasters"  that  were  issued  during  the  Civil  War.  He  has  in 
addition  to  that  fracti  «nal  currency  of  almost  ever;  kind  and  even 
decree,  besides  bank  notes,  state  notes  and  the  like.      In  fact,  there 
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is  hardh  a  thing  of  interest  that  he  has  not  Lj;a t > ,.  red  together,  and 
autographs  and  letters  innumerable.  Some  of  the  happiest  hours  1 
have  ever  spent  with  him  were  spent  with  him  in  a  placi  that  you 
ladies  of  the  audience  probably  never  saw,  and  that  was  his  work 
shop,  a  work  >hop  where  he  di  1  almost  everything,  from  the  i 
ing  oi  a  fishing  tackle  or  tishing  rod  to  a  m'v  i  >-  ope;  and  he  made 
with  his  own  hands  two  or  three  most  beautiful  microsco]  u  .  co]  i  d 
after  the  best  instruments  made  by  the  great  Joseph  Zentmayer,  of 
Philadelphia.  They  were  not  amateur  work,  lr  was  the  work  of  a 
skilled  nicch  .  nic.  and  1  have  n  >  d>  aibt  tie  >sc  will  go  down  perhaps 
with  this  very  Society  as  illustrations  of  his  manual  skill. 

But  furthermore,  in  that  shop  of  his  he  coul  T  show  you  the  his- 
tory of  dentistn  irom  almosi  the  earliest  period,  1  think,  b  .  n: 
as  he  did,  before  there  were  denial  schools,  b  ginning  as  he  did  be- 
fore there  was  anything  but  a  preceptor,  who  would  give  \  >  >u  just  si  > 
much  for  so  much  monev  audi  no  more.  He  would  tell  you  jusl  how 
little  he  could  for  so  much  monev  and  that  was  all.  Today  dentistry 
professes  to  be  a  liberal  profession.  \\  e  give  everything  we  know 
for  nothing.  We  tell  all  we  know  and  -  i ■■•  m  -  ve  tell  a  lot  more 
than  we  know,  and  give  it  to  people  for  nothing.  Dr.  Green  had  a 
preceptor,  1  suppose,  but  the  most  that  he  did  and  the  most  that  he 
has  done  during  his  life  has  been  reached  and  worked  out  oi  his  own 
brain.  Awav  back  in  the  early  years  of  his  own  practice  he  took 
the  kaolin  audi  feldspar  and  the  -ilex  from  the  quarry,  ground  it  into 
powder,  carved  his  own  teeth,  and;  baked  them  in  the  oven,  enam- 
eled them,  re-baked  them,  and  riveted  them  to  the  gold  and  silver 
plates,  and  those  teeth — 1  'nave  no  d<  ittbt  there  are  scores  and  so  >res 
or  thousands  of  them  buried  with  those  who  wear  them  (Laughter 
and  applause).  That  was  dental  art.  that  was  dental  skill,  and  Dr. 
Green  possessed  that  hi  a  wonderful  degree. 

'i  )ne  moment  more.  When  I  came  to  see  more.  When  I  came 
to  see  Dr.  Green  in  1805.  he  was  just  about  a.s  busy  a  man  as  I  ever 
saw.  His  office,  his  waiting  room,  was  filled  with  patients.  Most 
of  them  1  judge  belonged  to  the  Society  of  Friends,  because  his 
practice  was  made  u\^  largely  of  those  sweet  faced  old  ladies  that  T 
saw  in  his  office.  When  1  say  old  ladies,  I  mean  ladies  of  all  ages. 
His  office  was  filled  with  them.  He  was  flying  back  and  forth  from 
his  operating  room  to  his  laboratory  or  work  shop,  and  he  went 
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back  and  forth  like  a  flash  of  lightning  from  one  to  the  other,  and 
after  a  little  he  had  time  to  i  ome  and  say  to  ine,  "Now  just  wait  a 
few  minutes,  i  want  to  se<  you.  Wait  a  few  minutes  and  1  will  give 
you  all  the  time  there  is.'5  Wo  waited  and  in  clue  course  of  time 
we  had  a  lovely  conversation  with  him,  arid  then  our  friendship  be- 
gan. 1  say  to  you,  fellow  friends  of  his,  those  of  yon  that  have  lived 
with  him  for  many,  mans  years,  know  that  his  character  is  beyond 
reproach;  that  lie  is  a  genial,  gentlemanly,  1  iveh  character.  And 
may  I  say  to  you  (turning  to  Dr.  Green),  my  honorable  friend,  my 
dear  old  friend  of  fifty  years,  that  nn  one  hope  now  is  that  you  ma\ 
live  to  see  many  return-  of  this  glorious  day.  May  God  be  with 
von  and  keep  you,  and  may  you  be  a  blessing  to  us  a-  you  have  been 
a  blessing  to-all  who  have  known  you.     (Prolonged  applause.)

Now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  !  would  like  to  introduce  Xo.  .. 
This  is  a  picture  of  the  West  Chester  of  a  hundred  eears  ago.  1 
could  nut  get  one  for  the  exact  day,  the  [3th  of  December,  im;\ 
because  they  only  published  a  newspaper  once  a  week.  I  hit  this  is 
the  local  paper  of  West  Chester,  The  Chester  and  Delawan  Com 
Federalist  for  Wednesday,  December  L/th,  1817,  the  week  coi 
sponding  with  this  week,  and  the  week  in  which  our  good  old  friend 
made  his  bow  upon  this  mundane  sphere.  Here,  then,  it  is  a  verv 
different  world  that  you  have  pictured  in  this  paper.  In  the  first 
place,  there  isn't  a  word  of  what  we  will  call  news  in  it.  There  are 
seven  columns  of  the  sixteen  columns  devoted  to  advertising  real 
estate  for  sale.  Evidently  Chester  Count}  is  a  better  place  than  i; 
was  in  1817.  Most  of  the  folks  seem  to  have  been  trying  to  sell  out 
and  move  away  from  here,  and  I  notice  that  a  number  of  those  who 
advertise  their  property  for  sale  add  that  the}  are  proposing  to  sell 
because  they  want  to  '••  to  the  western  country.  You  see  that  is 
where  the  good  folks  all  went  in  those  days.  Some  of  them  came 
had;.  There  was  a  reason  for  all  this  advertising  of  laud  for  sale. 
Times  were  very  hard  in  1S17,  for  the  war  of  1812  had  been  hitting 
this  country  where  it  lived  then. 

Furthermore,  the  western  country  was  just  then  developing. 
The  State  of  Illinois  is  one  year  younger  than  Dr.  Green.  The 
State  of  Indiana  is  one  year  older  than  he  is.  The  State  of  Missis- 
sippi was  born  the  same  year  that  he  was,  and  there  were  two  or 
three  other  states  that  came  into  the  Union  within  two  or  three 
vears  of  the  time  of  his  birth.  It  was  just  the  time  when  the  East 
was  overflowing  into  the  West,— that  great  migratory  movement 
which  followed  the  War  of  [812.

Nearly  three  years  ago,  many  of  tin  people  here  tonight  will 
remember,  !  am  sure,  that  former  President  Tan  was  in  \ 
Chester  as  a  guest  of  the  town  and  a  lecturer  here.  At  a  little  re- 
ception given  him  at  the  close  of  the  lecture  he  met  Doct  <r  Gi  en 
and  was  verv  much  interested  in  him.

From  other  sources  it  appears  that  the  wife  of  Richard  Moore 
was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Green. 

In  that  dav  main  unmarried  women  came  as  servants  with 
friends  arid  relatives  in  order  to  obtain  the  50  acres  of  land  which 
William   Penn  had  promised  to  servants. 

An  old  deed,  brought  from  England,  now  in  possession  of  the 
Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania,  shows  that  in  1672  some  land 
in  Birmingham,  England,  was  conveyed  by  Joan,  widow  of  John 
Guest,  to  her  son  <  ieorge  <  luest,  afterward,  of  Philadelphia,  and  that 
it  was  adjoining  land  of  Thomas  Greene:  but  whether  the  last  named 
was  the  settler  in  Pennsylvania  is  not  known.
